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y^Jurely all praise is due to Allaah, we praise Him, we seek His help, we seek His 

forgiveness, and we seek refuge with Allaah from the evil of ourselves, and from the 
consequences of our actions. 

Whoever Allaah guides then none can misguide and whoever He misguides then none can 

guide. 

And I bear witness that there is no god worthy of worship (in truth) except Allaah — alone 
without any partners-, and I bear witness that Muhammad is His slave and messenger. 

“O you who believe! Have Taqwa of Allaah as is His due, and die not except as (true) Muslims” Q3: 
102 “O mankind! Be dutiful to your Lord, Who created you from a single person (Aadam), and from 
him, He created his wife [Hawaa’ (Eve)], and from them both He created many men and women, 
and fear Allaah through Whom you demand your mutual (rights), and (do not cut the relations of) 
the wombs (kinship) . Surely, Allaah is Ever an All-Watcher over you” Q4: 1 “O you who believe! 
Have Taqwa of Allaah, and speak (always) the truth” “He will direct you to do righteous good deeds 
and will forgive you your sins.

These committees and their responsibilities are taken care of by an 
elite of students of knowledge and preachers in Jordan, each one of them handling what is 
in accordance with his concerns and capabilities. 



FINANCIAL SYSTEM 

First: the society adopts a precise financial system that is in agreement with the general 
system for societies, and the internal system for the society. 

Second: a practical plan has been charted to actualize absolute transparency in the 
financial affairs of the society. 

Third: bank accounts have been opened which are subject to government control 
through the Ministries of Endowments and Social Development. 

Fourth: donations are not accepted except with a bond signed and stamped by the society 
with the name of the donor, and the donor is provided with the bank deposit slip. 

Fifth: issuing of checks requires the signature of three members of the general board of 
directors 

Sixth: a system for monetary exchange has been set in place; according to the following 
steps: 

a. Approval of the required amount by the board of directors; supported by 
invoices or purchase requests. 

b. After fulfilling the administrative and financial procedures, the exchange is 
approved by the head of the board of directors, but he does not sign the check 

c. The accountant reviews the check with the approved amount 

d. If the amount is more than 3000 dinars then it is required to have 3 
signatories, however if it is less than 3000 dinars, then 2 signatories are 
sufficient 

e. The amount is covered by official invoices in the name of the society 

f. It is not allowed to dispatch any amount randomly without following the 
precluding procedures or without covering it with official invoices 





Society's programs (achievements and aspirations) 

The society has a lot of programs; a number of which has been executed previously, and 
the society is striving to achieve the rest; these programs are in two large divisions: the 
academic and da'wah division. And the second: is the charity division. 

ACADEMIC AND DA'WAH DIVISION 

The first program: Imaam al-albaani maqraa 1 

- may allaah be pleased with him- 

The society strives to establish an institute for the Glorious Qur'aan at its head quarters, 
and in various neighborhoods in separate buildings with the name: (Glorious Qur'aan 
Institute). The Glorious Qur'aan Institute at the society's head quarters will be responsible for 
the supervision of these other institutes and its follow up. The society also strives to 
coorporate with the Ministry of Endowment to supervise the institutes established in 
mosques. 

The aim of these institutes is to teach the recitation and memorization of the Glorious 
Qur'aan and award Qur'aanic licenses, and also pay special attention to the sciences of the 
Qur'aan. 

The second program: academic licenses in the prophetic 

SUNNAH AND 'ULOOM SHAREe'aH 

The society strives to host a number of scholars with academic licenses in the prophetic 
sunnah and 'uloom sharee'ah so as to benefit from their licenses, it also strives to ease the 
meeting of students with these scholars, this is to revive the sunnah of listening sessions. 

The third program: lessons, lectures and conferences 

The society follows up on lessons of scholars and students of knowledge in all of Jordan, 
it also organizes lectures in 'Ammaan and in the provinces, as contained in the yearly plan. 
And there is no day —and all praise is for Allaah The Most High- except there is a lesson in it 
or more. These lessons and lectures consist of: scholarly explanations, lessons in Manhaj, 
preaching and guidance. The society also organizes general conferences regarding the chaos 
and issues of the Ummah. The latest academic classes coordinated by the society is the 
scholarly explanation of As-Suyooti's Alfiyyah in the sciences of hadeeth offered by the noble 
scholar and muhaddith, Shaykh 'Ali ibn Hasan Al-Halabi al-Athari —May Allaah preserve 
him-. 





The fourth program: seminars and academic days 

Academic seminars: the society has a good culture of organizing two seminars 
every year: in summer in different fields of knowledge and in spring in a special field of 
knowledge. Other special seminars are also organized for beginners from the students 
of knowledge as well as for the seniors amongst them. The society also establishes short 
and intensive seminars in and outside the capital for students of knowledge in 2 or 3 
days, and that is to bring knowledge closer to the students.

It 
is an intensive seminar considering the lessons 
taught and time spent; lessons are organized 
every morning immediately after the Fajr prayer 
for two hours, then after Zhur for an hour, and 
then in the evenings after Maghrib till 'Ishaa'. A 
number of academic texts and important topics 
have been explained in a number of fields of 
knowledge. A huge number of male and female 
students exceeding 300 participated in the 
seminar; rather some lessons had more than 500 
attendants. The seminar was distinguished by an 
excellent management and organization; since a 
huge number of volunteers also participated in 
its management. It was the first academic 
seminar that was broadcasted live on the 
society's website. 

The society and its noble scholars have 
participated internationally in academic seminars 
in different countries. The society also has a lot 
of seminars arranged at its head quarters and in 
other mosques and public grounds. 
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Academic DAYS IN THE provinces: based on the society's devotion 
to spreading guidance amongst the people, it has established numerous "academic days" in 
various provinces, until all of Jordan is covered from its North to South. In these days the 
Shaykhs deal with a number of important issues in the different aspects of the Sharee'ah. 

And surely these academic days have had a huge impact in ensuring unity and 
spreading love and affection, and solving a lot of current issues, connecting the youths and 
general folks with the senior scholars; and also creating an opportunity for all to ask questions 
and seek for Fatwa.

We strive to organize international academic conferences that take into consideration 
the principles of academic research. In it a number of scholars are hosted from different 
countries, the conference concludes by mentioning the results and general 
recommendations . 

The sixth program: academic research and manuscript 

VERIFICATION 

We strive to set up a committee for academic research and manuscript verification; to 
pay special attention to Imaam Al-Albaani's heritage —May Allaah be pleased with him-; and 
to publish scholarly work and academic research and authored works in modern day issues, 
and in refutation of the people of desires and innovations, and in denouncing the doubts of 
the extremists from amongst the Khawaarij and other than them, and the verification of 
manuscripts. All that in the name of the society and under its supervision and follow up, the 
proceeds from such academic works will be devoted to the society; and a source of income 
for it. This committee will also be responsible for setting up a library, and publishing the 
works of Imaam Al-Albaani —May Allaah be pleased with him-, and also the works of the 
Imaams of the blessed salafi da'wah, it will also coordinate research competitions, and 
organize special seminars for academic research, manuscript verification and takhreej of the 
noble hadeeth. 

The seventh program: question and answer (fataawa) 

The society has an academic and legislative body from our noble scholars who are 
qualified to answer questions that are sent through the society's website and other social 
media. 
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The eighth program: continuous academic seminars 

1. A series of academic seminars in which the sciences of the Sharee'ah and other 
supporting sciences are studied; in accordance with the methodology of the pious 
predecessors, and also in line with contemporary means of learning. 

2. The length of study in these seminars is 2 years. Each year of study is divided into 
two parts; each part is considered as a level; that means a student will study in four 
levels. 

3. Attendance for the program will be on Thursday, Friday, and Saturday from 
5.00pm to 8.30pm. 

4. Each day of learning will consist of 3 lectures; so the first lecture: (5-6pni), second 
lecture (6.

a. Memorization of a Juz from the Qur'aan in every academic session; the student 
is tested in that at the end of the session.

COMMUNITY OUTREACH 

The society's vision is global; that’s why the society is very devoted to reaching out to 
the local and external community; to spread the da'wah of Ahl As-Sunnah wa Al-Jamaa'a; 
through available means of connection; so a website has been set up, twitter and also face 
book pages. These sites represent the society, and speaks with its name as an independent 
figure, not under the followership of any party or personality. It is also considered as the 
society's official contact with the rest of the world. 

The society's needs 

The current needs of the society which will enable it to realize its aims and academic, 
da'wah and charity projects are as follows: 

First: expansion of the society's current head quarters in (A1 Muqabalayn-Horreyya 
Street) so the building will contain: 

a. A prayer area, by adding two floors to the existing building to be used as learning 
halls 

b. A special accommodation to accommodate students during academic seminars, and 
to host scholars on visit; in accordance to specifications deserving of students of 
knowledge and scholars . 

c. Teaming halls of various sizes to teach men and women and which are also 
appropriate for the society's administrative and academic purposes. 

d. A large multi-purpose hall 

e. Children's room equipped with educational and entertaining tools for children at 
nursery and kindergarten levels; so they can be gathered in it during programs 
where sisters are participating, and the mothers amongst them can feel at ease 

f. A kitchen and dining room equipped with necessary tools 

Second: maintenance of the existing building and provision of the necessary 
equipment 

Third: operating expenses for the society since it relies in its resources on the 
donations of benefactors; and it needs (5000 dinars) monthly. 

Fourth: building a shopping mall or making any relevant investment; so as to be an 
endowment for the society; to cover its needs and organize its programs. 





Sixth: employing five students of knowledge as (researchers in sharee'ah) to 
follow up on fatwa and academic publications of the society; with a wage of (500 
dinars) monthly for each of them. 

Seventh: employing five sisters to work in the sisters committee with a wage of 
(350 dinars) monthly for each of them 

Eight: printing the society's publications at a price of 10,000 dinars yearly 

Ninth: employing 10 teachers for continuous seminars with a wage of (500 
dinars) for each of them 

Tenth: supporting the society's website by securing administrative expenses and 
wages for its administrators. 

Fifth: purchase of six buses; four small buses and two big buses; they will serve as 
transportation for students of knowledge and sisters in various programs. The 
price of a small Toyota bus is (36,000 Jordanian dinars), while he big one is (53, 
000 Jordanian dinars). 



Our brothers in Allaah! There is no doubt that this citadel of Islaamic knowledge, 
cradle of da'wah and religious upbringing; is a multi-faceted benefit that covers the 
whole Islaamic Ummah. It secures it's 'aqeedah and akhlaaq, and it guards it from plots of 
foreign conspiracies, which spreads weakness in Islaam, and creates discord amongst its 
people. That being the case, then its maintenance financially and morally can be 
considered as a means of worship and obedience; since it preserves tawheed and sunnah, 
and clarifies the methodology of the pious predecessors.
